Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Haverstock contacted me to discuss whether all of the limitations 
were met by the applied art and he presented arguments as to why there would be no suggestion to modify 
Rabenecker to meet the claim limitations. I indicated the points of difference with Rabenecker and why I still 
considered there to be sufficient motivation to combine the references and was unpersuaded by the argument. Mr. 
Haverstock argued why the references, particularly Vondrachek and also Zuckermann et al. are non-analogous art and 
while I agreed that they are not from applicants field of endeavor, I was not persuaded that it was non-analogous 
because Vondrachek and Zuckermann et al. are directed to connections for adapters on clamps and given Rabenecker 
it would be reasonable to look at how other adapters on clamps are secured. We also discussed a possible 
amendment indicating the extending feature extends substantially the length of the segment, but I indicated that while 
different from Vondrachek it would be a new issue at this point of the prosecution requiring further search for different 
art and added consideration and would not be entered if presented after-final. It would require filing a request for 
continued examination.. 
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
